of the restraining order as conveyed 
to the commission only affects the 
status Of the Eastern railroads which 
challenged the commission’s policy 
before the court.

BANK RECOVERED 


When on April 2 the big mail 
robbery in which over tw*o million 
dollars in cash and securities was 
stolen by St. Louis bandits, eight 
thousand dollars of the securities 
were bonds that had been sent from 
the Sedalia National Bank of this 
city. 
As is the usual practice the 
bank had taken out insurance on 
the bonds and of course stood to 
lose nothing by the robbery. 
Im­ 
mediately it was informed of the 
loss it notified the insurance com­ 
pany and at once a draft for the 
full amount was sent to cover the 
loss. 
But on the same day that 
the draft was received came noti­ 
fication from the police authorities 
of St. Louis that in a raid on the 
home of a man suspected of being 
a paiticipant in the holdup, prac­ 
tically all the loot had been recov­ 
ered and that in it was found the 
shipment from Sedalia intact 
As 
a result the bonds have been de 
livered 
to 
the

recipient, 
and the bank has returned the draft 
to

the safe methods of business fol­ 
lowed by banking institution* for 
tne protection of those making use 
of their facilities in the t r a i l e r ­ 
ing of money or securities from one 
city to another.

department says In a statement here 
today. At the same time, the depart­ 
ment believes it can locate .grade, 
drain, culvert and bridge nearly all 
of the 6100 miles of secondary roads 
and hard surface a great many miles. 
Approximately $60,000,000 will 
be 
spent on the 7,640 miles 
of 
state 
roads, designated by the Centennial 
Road Law, according to the commis­ 
sion in ©xpiainng the distribution of 
the funds. 
Under the law $60,000,- 
000 in road bonds are to be issued 
by the state and approximately $8,- 
000,000 In addition, will be received 
from the federal government. 
The road law stipulates that 1500 
miles are to be of high type or pri­ 
mary roads. The funds available for 
the primary system are one-third of 
the bond issue, or $20,000,000, 
plus, 
$6000 a mile from the remaining two 
thirds, which adds $9,000,000 making 
a total of $29,000,000 for the primary 
system, according to the statement. 
Not to exceed 60 percent of the fed­ 
eral funds which is estimated by the 
commission at $5,000,000, 
can 
be 
added to the $29,000,000, which will 
make a total of combined state and 
federal money for primary roads of 
$34,000,000. 
This will average 
ap­ 
proximately $23,000 
a mile for the 
1500 mile primary system, the state­ 
ment explained. 
About $31,000,000 will remain of 
the $60,000,000 bond issue, to be ex­ 
pended for the construction of 
the 
6100 miles of secondary roads, ap­ 
proximately 
$3,000,000 
of federal 
funds will be added to this, making 
a total of $34,000,000. 
The commis­ 
sion estimates

about $5,500 a mile to be expended 
on the secondary routes.

growth, the young plants resembling 
celery.

leaves to supj>ly all needs in most 
any location, even In the shade. 
If anyone has a fancy for decora­ 
tive effect in the garden, a row of 
parsley, a row of beets and a row of 
chard will give an attractive failage 
effect.

Field, Va., in company with the FL-2 
at 11:45 Sunday morning, New York 
bound. The two planes are the prop­ 
erty of the United Aid Line, owned 
by Dewey, said to be a nephew of 
the late Admiral Dewey. 
The FL-1, 
piloted 
by 
Eugene 
Rhoades, 
ol 
Washington, who was a mechanic on 
the trans-Atlantic flight of the navy 
NC-4, kept the FL-2 in sight until 
they reached Atlanta City, where a 
landing was made. 
The 
two 
left 
Jersey City shortly after 6 o’clock 
last evening, bound 
for 
Rockaway 
Point, Long Island. 
A pump used to circulate gasoline 
aboard the FL-1 began to function 
badly after Atlantic 
City 
was left 
and the FL-2 rapidly drew' away. It 
was well after l l o’clock when the 
plane was forced down a consider­ 
able distance off Coney Island. Wind 
and waves sent in gradually toward 


the shore and finally Dewey one of 
the passengers, slid overboard 
and 
sw'am to shore to summon police aid.
